AIRBRAKES OUT OF ORDER.

Lynn, Mass., Oct. 31.—The Rockport 


express on the eastern division of the 
Boston and 
Maine railroad leaving 


Boston,at 4:10 p. m., had a narrow 
escape from being precipitated into 
Sangus river through the failure, it is 
said, of the air brakes to work. As it 
vras the engine of the train went into 
the river, while the tender and four 
passenger cars were both derailed, and 
hang over the edge of the draw within 
a few feet of the rushing water. 


The Sangus river draw bridge was 


open to allow a coal barge to pass 
through. The draw is protected t>y 
signals, and the draw tender declared 
that all were set at 
danger. The 


barge had passed through 
and the 


draw -was partially closed when the 
Rockport express came in sight. As 
usual the train slackened speed as it 
approached the draw, but instead of 
stopping at the signal, it pushed on in 
spite of every effort on the part of the 
engineer to ap*ply the brakes and bring 
it to a stand still. Engineer Doherty 
then whistled for the hand brakes and 
train hands by quick wojit managed to 
stop the train, but not before the en- 
gine had reached the draw and to plod 
over into the stream. Engineer Doh- 


and Fireman Jameson, when they 


found the engine was going through 
the draw, jumped and were rescued 
from 
the river somewhat 
injured.

IMPORTAVT .TO JUDGES. 


The Text of the law Begnlatine the 


Dntiei of These Functionaries 


The following question was asked 
If a Judge of Election 
should go into a booth, and 
assist a man to mark his tick- 
et, when the man so assisted 
did not possess the physical 
disabilities which tue law 
contemplates he should have 
to permit him to ask assist- 
ance from a Judge, what pen- 
alty would be imposed upon 
such Judge P 


In reply to such query we quote 


section 7058, treating upon this point 
as follows- 


SEC 7058. A judge of an election 


who knuwingly receives, or sanctions 
the reception of a vote from any psr- 
son not having all the qualifications 
of an elector prescribed oy law or re- 
ceives or sanctions the reception of a 
ballot from any person who refuses 
to answer any question put to him 
in acc.rdance wlih the requirements 
of the laws of this state rtlitlng in 
elections, or refuses to take tho oaih 
prescribed by tae laws aforesaid, tr 
refuses, or sanctions the refusal or 
any other judge of the election board 
to which the judge belongs, to ad 
minister any c»vli required by the 
laws aforesaid to be aa ministered, cr 
refuses to receive, or haoctions the 
reaction of a bahot from any person, 
knowing- him to nave all ibe quilin- 
cation^ of an elector prescrloel by 
law, or refuse, if requfsted, to p r 
mil the respective caud dates at >-ucu 
an election, or not> «xceeding ttiree 
of the friends, of each of sucu candi- 
dates, to be present in the room 
where the judges are during the time 
of receiving «nd counting oat the 
ballots, and a'judge or a clerk of an 
election, on wnom any duty ia en- 
joined by the laws of the state re- 
lating to elections, who wilfully neg- 
lects any such duly, or Is guilty of 
any corrupt conduct in the execution 
of the same, shall be fined not more 
than one thousand nor less than three 
hundred dollars, and imprisoned not 
more than six nor less than three 
montbs.
